The exact purpose of the legislation which has just passed the house was to re-enact 
the Waterways legislation of 1909. In certain respects this legislation, or, rather, the con- 
tract which went with it, is to be revised; but before it can be revised it must be re-enacted. 

The reason why it is necessary that this legislation be re-enacted is that the privy 
council decision does not allow for any ether course. The decision does not leave it open 
for the province to make a new deal with Janse Bros., Boomer and Hughes, nor with anyone 
else. It makes it explicitly plain that the money does not belong to the province; that the

province merely endorsed the bonds, both as to principal and interest, and that the money. 


must be used for the purpose for which it was raised, namely, to construct the Waterways 
road. Unless the contractors whose offer the conservatives submit were willing to under- 
lake to take over the Waterways enterprize in its entirety the government could not deal with 
them, 

This is what J. D. MacArthur offers to do—offers to build the road—and he also offers 
to satisfy all parties concerned. 

Yo attempt to deal with the present situation in the manner that the conservatives 
propose, that is, by giving a contract to some firm of railway contractors ata certain figure 
per mile, ignoring the other claimants, would be to invite another law-suit.

Personal Triumph For Wilson.

MEDICAL ACT 
AGREED UPON 


Compromise Reached at a 
Conference Between Minis- 
ter of Education and 
Others, 


UNIVERSITY WILL 
DESIGNATE SUBJECTS! 


Interim License Will Be Grant- 
ed to Qualified Graduates 
Until Formalities Are Com- 
plied With, 


Several important amendments to 
the Medical Profession Act were agree’ 
upon at a conference held in the office 
of Hon, John R. Boyle, minister of edu- 
cation. Doctors Park, Maleolmson and 
Field represented the medical council; 
Dr. Tory was present on behalf of the 
University of Alberta; Mr. Turgeon, 
member for Ribstone, who introduced 
the bill bearing upon the question, at- 
tended, as did several other members 
of the legislature from both sides of the 
house, 

One of the principal objections to the 
Medieal Profession act in its present 
form is the fact that practiiicners from 
the older provinces are required to pass 
an examination which includes subjects 
that might be termed eclementary— 
chemistry for instance. It is difficult 
for any professional man to revert to 
the primer class, as it were. Very few 
physiclans or attorneve sof note could, 
without considerable research and 
etudy, pass the preliminary examin- 
ations in connection with their profes- 
Bion, 

Still another objection to the provis- 
fons of the uct is that when a practi- 
tioner from another province comes ta 
Alberta he muy have to wait for pos- 
ribly six months before lhe can take 
the examinations, which are held twice 
yearly, He frequently anchors in a back 
settlement where physicians are scarce. 

An agreement was reached whereby 
the uct will be amended so as to give 
the Cniversity of Alberta the power 
to specify the subjects for examinations 
as well as the right to condnet the 
examinations, Any person holding a 
diploma from an approved medical col- 
lege, entitling him or her to write an 
examination, will be given an, interim 
Hcense, allowing him or her to practice 
anywhere not Jess than 20 miles from 
the office of a licensed physician.in this 
province, Should the applicant partial- 
Iy fail to pass the first examination, he 
or she will be given another opportu: 


nity and the interim license will -be 
renewed 
The purpose of the amendments is 


fo remove the existing barriers in the 
Way of physielins coming to Alberta 
from other provinces, at the same time 
sufeguarding the public interest. It 
will afford rehet to those sections of 
the province wherein there are few or 
no physicians at present. The tendency 
of doctors (is to locate in the cities 
Where they have hospital facilities and 
opportunivies for inereasing their medi- 
eal lnowledge by wider practice than 
they would enjoy in the country.

Amendment to All City Charters In 
the Province Will Place Them On 
Same Plane as Municipalities. 


The Alberta government has notifled 
rl chartered citles in the province of 
its Intention to place an amendment 
in all city charters absolutely prevent- 
ing citles from granting bonuses or 
any other aid to corporations, indus- 
tries or manufacturers, Wor will the 
cities be permitted to exempt such 
corporations from taxation, or sub- 
serive stock, or guarantee the Interest 
on bonds or debentures, 

This will place cities on an equality 
with municipalities, villages and towns 
in the matter of bonusing industries, 
and will terminate a pernicious prac- 
tice that has been productive of much 
contention and legislation, It fs in ac- 
cord with the expression of the Union 
of Alberta Municipalities which, at its 
last convention, passed a stringent 
resolution bearing upon the question, 

Money Growing Dearer, 

The eity of Calrary has asked the 
legislature for @ charter amendment 
which will permit the city to raise the 
rate of interest on debentures from 44% 
to 6 per cent, The scarcity of money 
is making an increase necessary, not 
only in the case of cities, but provinces 
us well. In fact, the Bank of England 
has been compelled to increase — its 
rate to 6 per cent. within the past few 
days. 

Village Act Amendments. 

The provincial village act will come 
in for extensive overhauling during 
the present session of the legislature, 
with the view of making it more effec- 
tive. It frequently happens that the 
members of village councils, either 
through indifference or lack of time, 
fail to appreciate their responsibilities, 
Oceaslonally they neglect to comply 
with the duties that their office im- 
poses, thereby causing confusion ard 
sometimes loss to the village. To 
remedy this, the lieutenant-governor 
in council will be given the power to 
dismiss or remove from office those 
who are derelict and appoint others in 
their places, 

Books may be audited every three 
months. On or before March 1 each 
vear the auditor shall, be required to 
prepare a report or abstract setting 
forth the receipts and expenses of the 
village, etc, and this report will be 
published in the local newspapers for 
the information of the public. 

The financial year will) begin on 
January 1 und end on December 31, 

Hereafter the proyinclal per diem 
allowance for hospital patients will be 
75 cents, instead of 50 cents as hereto- 
fore. 

The minimum tax per lot will be $1, 
thus doing away with the awkward 
fractions that haye made much extra 
work. 

Stringent provisions with respect to 
trespass, nuisances, estrays, etc. will 


be incorporated in the amendments,

JOKES RESCUERS 


Displays Great Nerve After 
Seven Days Imprison- 
ment, 


Centralla, Penna. Oct. 4,.—Cheerful 
in the face of disappolntment because 
he, was not rescued yesterday, as ex- 
pected, from the gloomy cell, 100 foet 
below the surface, where he has been 
entombed for more than seven days, 
Joseph Toshesky called through his 
food tube to rescuers last night that he 
was satisfied everything possible was 
being done to get him out, and he was 
content to spend another night behind 
the wall of coal. Mine offictals direct- 
ing the rescue work at the Continental 
colliery, where Toshesky was caught 
behind a_fall of coal while robbing pil- 
lars last friday morning, assured him 
yesterday morning that he would be 
liberated about noon. But the rescuers 
struck a particularly Shard. body of 
coal and were six or elght feet away 
from the imprisoned miner at a late 
hour last night. The officials, how- 
ever, felt certain that he would ba 
reached this morning. y 

“Tell my wife that I'll eat dinner 
with her Saturday, sure," was the 
cheery message sent up through the 
tube, 

The work of rescue ts sald by the 
engineers in charge to establish a 
record for the Pennsylvania anthracite 
region. For five days the imprisoned 
man was without food. During that 
time he allayed the pangs of hunger 
with tobacco, as he told the rescuers. 
After communication was established 
with him Tuesday night a tube was 
forced through the barrier from an ad- 
joining chamber, and a small quantity 
of liquid food was sent down to him. 
Later came @ change of clothing, blan- 
kets and rope, from which he wove a 
hammock in which to sleep, Up to 
that tlme Toshesky had complained 
most of the cold and water on the floor 
of his cell, which made it impossible 
for him to lie down. His nerve has 
been splendid all through the ordeal, 
men working to dig him out say, and 
several times he has exchanged jokes 
with them.

POPULATION LOWERS 
THE FATHERLAND 


Statistics Published for Year 
1911 Shows Reinarkable 
Falling off in Birth Rate. 


Berlin, Oct. 4.—A decided check in 
the growth of Germany’s population, 
most alarming to the military apostles 
of the empire, is shown by the statis- 
ties for 1911, which have just been 
published. 

The surplus of births over deaths 
fell from 879,000 in 1910 to 740,000 in 
1911, a shrinkage jn the rate of growth 
of 189,000, or over 15 per cent. This 
marked retardation in the growth of 
the nation was due both to a reduo- 
tion in the number of births and an 
increase in the death rate. Despite an 
increase in marriages from 496,396 to 
512,819, the total number of births for 
the empire dropped from 1,982,836 in 
1910 to 1,927,005 in 1911, while on the 
whole the number of deaths rose from 
1,103,723 to 1,187,094, an increase of 
more than $2,000. This {increase in 
mortality is attributed chiefly to the 
extraordinary heat and drought which 
prevailed during the summer of 1911, 
and under which infants suffered with 
particular severity. 

Almost a third of the deaths, 869,522, 
during the year were of children under 
one year old, some 48,000 babies more 
than in 1910 succumbing to the heat. 
The death rate for children in their 
first year rose from 16.2 in 1910 to 19.2 
in 1911. The general death rate, too, 
after a steady decline for a number of 
years, rose to 18.2 per 1,000, as com- 
pared with 17.1 in 1910, 

Summing up the statistics in another 
form, the net surplus of births over 
deaths per thousand of population was 
only 11.3 per cent. in 1911 and 14.9 for 
1906. These statistics bring out also 
the fact that almost 30 per cent. of the 
illegitimate children died before reach- 
ing their first birthday.

Dying Out 


Among Heathen Tribes 


Celebrated German Consul Who is an Authority on Tribal Maiters 


ot Pleasing. Owing to the Presence 


of Spices and Salt in the Intestines—Superstitions Regarding Canni- 


cannibalism is by no means stamped 
out in New Guinea, Warner believed 
that radium could be found in Papua, 
and fell a victim to his own zeal, It 
is reported that his two native com- 
panions escaped his horrible fate, the 
news of which they brought to the 
coast, 

At one time official circles believed 
that cannibalism was a thing of the 
past in British New Guinea, but clear 
evidence that it has persisted into the 
present decade has been provided by 
unpeachable — witnesses, In a book 
published last year, J. Hy. P. Murray, 
lieutenant governor and chief judictal 


officer of Papua, has much to say 
about the practice of cannibalism 
among the natives in the Island. He 


writes about boiling springs which not 
many years ago were made use of for 
cooking any prisoners captured in the 
village warfare. 

Describing the northeastern division 
of the island, Murray quotes a native 
witness who, telling of the eating of 
human bodies, said: “We boil them; 
we cut them up and boll them in a 
pot. We boil babies, too; we cut them 
up like a pig. We eat them cold or 
hot; we eat the Icgs first. We eat 
them because they are like fish. We 
have fish in the creeks and kangaroos 


in the grass—but men are our real 
food.” 
Murray tells of the remark of a 


Fergusson ialander to a stranger who 


wanted to buy betel nuts from him: 
“Why should IT sell betel nut; [~ am 
going to eat you.” Which he prompt- 
ly did. He also writes of a crew of 
shipwrecked Chinese, who were eaten 


| with diet, peddled those who were left 

around the coast, selling them to. the 
highest bidders. 
to look around during the 
their husbands were killed and eaten. 
One native who was concerned in the 
killing of a neighboring chief and his 
two wives, told of the subsequent eat- 
ing of the victims With the utmost un- 
concern. 

He told of eating the hands of one 
wife, but refused to touch the other, 
as he had killed her, and it was not 
the custom of his tribe to eat one's 
own victim. The two women were 
singed first, then cut up into small 
pieces, mixed with sago, cooked, 
wrapped up in leaves, and distributed 
to the victors, including their women 

; and children.
